Boiler Explosion in Detroit 


This Morning Kills Un- 


known Number 


FIRE RAGES IN THE RUINS 


Thirty-Six Victims Already 


Taken to Hospitals, Sev- 


eral Dying on Way. 


Many Bodies Found 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 26—A boiler of 


the Henberthy Injector company ex- 
ploded at 9.15 o'clock this morning. 


It is believed that from 75 to 125 


men are buried in the ruins. Three 
bodies were recovered soon after the 
explosion. 


Thirty-six victims have been taken 


to ttofe hosptttaU,1 ffeverajl dying en 
route. 


The financial loss is $150,000. 
Men are at work digging under the 


elevator shaft, where it is said 25 men 
were buried. 


Three more bodies were recovered by 


noon. Others are in sight 
in 
the 


ruins. 


The force of the explosion demolish- 


ed an entire three story brick building, 
54 by 100 feet. The wall adjoining the 
building was blown in. 


The aged engineer has been rescued 


but is too badly injured to talk. 


The debris is buring fiercely under- 


neath, and it is improbable that any 
of those buried are alive.

In 
its last issue it said:

gratulating themselves over the fact 
that they have never been persuaded 
to build a hall of their own. as was 
proposed. Sanford post of North Ad- 
ams a few years ago invested in a 
large building on Holden street with a 
hall for public meetings and 
from 


which a good rental was to be obtain- 
ed. For a time the enterprise went 
well, but now with three theatres in 
that city and other public halls, the 
Grand Army property is not in de- 
mand and the receipts from the- build- 
ing is a good deal in arrears, so that 
even the interest on the mortgage can- 
not be met. Either the public mu«t 
lend a hand and assist the veterans 
or there i» a danger of foreclosure ana 
eventual loss of the property to the, 
organization. This is a good example 
for som* other societies who ar6 talk- 
Ign of homes of their own, but who 
are safer in a rented building when 
trouble comes." 


When this statement was shown to 


members of C. D. Sanford post they 
eaid there was no sort of foundation

TRAPPED THE THIEF 


HOW ONE DETECTIVE WON A REPU- 


TATION fOR CLEVERNESS. 


•'THEATRICAL STEELYARDS" 


Interesting Rellcn of David timrrick 


In tbe Harvard Library. 


That the, pro verb, "Tljer^'s nothing new 


under the sun," upplies to the theater, like 
everything else, is skown by two old car- 
toons that form part of a collection of 
over 200 prints illustrating the life of the 
great English actor David Garrick which 
may be seen in the Harvard library. One 
of the cartoons is called "The Theatrical 
Steelyards of 1750" and signalizes the 
success of pantomime at Garrick's Drury 
Lane theater after an unsuccessful period 
of more seriously written plays—the never 
ending struggle, that is, between the "le- 
gitimate" drama, so called, and the theat- 
rical performance^ frankly intended to kill 
time as amusingly as possible. The other 
reproaches Garrick's desertion of the "le- 
gitimate" for spectacular performances in 
which, even in the eighteenth century, 
strange as it may seem to those -who im- 
agine trick scenery and spectacular ef- 
fects to be a production of modern times, 
costumes and stage carpentry were of 
more importance than dramatic art. 


In "The Theatrical Steelyards," or bal- 


•ances, Garrick is depicted as weighing 
down bis contemporary rivals, who are 
vainly striving to pull dowji one arm of 
the balance while Garrick sits trium- 
phantly on the other, and Harlequin 
dances gleefully in the foreground. The 
artist is evidently in sympathy with the 
actor's success. In the other cartoon, 
however, the artist is in a different mood 
and represents the great'actor as turning 
from the muses of Tragedy and Comedy 
to embrace the friendship of mechanics 
and costumers, one of whom bears the 
significant placard, "Processions For- 
ever." Boscius, the great Roman actor, 
was the popular name for Garrick, and 
the cartoon is labeled: 


Behold the Muses Hosciua sue in vain. 
Tiylon tad Carpenten nwrp their reign. 


The same picture, with the name of al- 


most any modern actor substituted for 
Boscius, could be readily used to illus- 
trate the ups and downs of modern stage 
history. 


Olnlnfectlav Rooms. 


It is not sufficient in cleaning rooms 


that have been occupied by persons sick 
with contagious disease* to simply expose 
them to disinfecting vapors'.* The floors 
and woodwork should be thoroughly 
scoured with a disinfecting fluid, and the 
walls and ceiling should also be carefully 
cleaned. If the latter are covered with 
paper, nothing short of its removal will 
be effectual, as wall paper has unques- 
tionably the power of absorbing conta- 
gious matters in a way that prevents the 
ordinary processes of disinfection reach- 
ing them. This is all the more imperative 
where there are several thicknesses of 
paper plastered on the walls, for then the 
leeper layers are beyond the possibility of 
being cleansed, and the fermentation and 
decomposition that is apt to take place in 
such quantities of paste in warm weather 
becomes an additional source of danger. 


Th« Tertiary Epocb. 


The so called mesozoic epoch was 


brought to a close by the cataclysm due 
to contraction and consequent crumbling 
Df the earth's crust which upheaved the 
Rocky mountains and Andes on this hem- 
isphere and the Alps, Pyrenees, Balkans 
and Himalayas on the other side of the 
world. Incidentally to this tremendous 
alteration in the face of the earth all the 
giant reptiles were wiped out of exist- 
ence. This event opened what is called 
today the tertiary epoch. It is in the ter- 
tiary epoch that we live now. At the be- 
ginning of this epoch the only reptiles 
Which survived were the snakes, lizards, 
turtles and crocodiles, all of them resem- 
bling closely those of their kind which ex- 
ist today. 


Care of th« Hair. 


To have and to preserve a healthy head 


of hair requires little more than washing, 
brushing and combing. As the hair is 
nourished from tbe roots attempts to re- 
store it to bealthfulness by pomades are 
useless. Wire brushes are rather rough 
on tbe hair. Preference should be given 
to those with moderately stiff, graduated 
bristles. Combs should be supple, with 
teeth of two sises. Both brushes and 
combs should be kept scrupulously clean 
by a bath in soda water twice a week. 
The head should be shampooed once a 
month at least.

which solved the problem came to him 
one night when he awoke suddenly from 
a sound sleep. He couldn't rest after it, 
and when he got up in the morning, sev- 
eral hours ahead of his umal time, he told 
me about it. Fischer was an old fash- 
ioned German, with an active mind and 
au ability to see into and reason out 
things in a remarkable manner. In this 
way lie earned a splendid reputation as a 
detective.

"There was only one police station in 


Newark at that time. It served as head- 
quarters and everything else, and from, it 
the whole city had to be covered. Wast 
is now the best residential part of the 
Eighth ward wae then nothing but open 
fields and woodlands. • Just before- th.at 
time Cyrus R. Woolsoa aijd a number of 
others realized the future of that section,

}. built and occupied quite a few houses. 


"Soon after the houses were taken pos- 


session of the police began to get frequent 
reports of robberies in that section. De- 
tectives and ordinary policemen were put 
•on the. matter, but they accomplished 
nothing. The robberies continued and be- 
came so frequent; as to cause the police 
department much worxy, 4b(j the resi- 
dents of tbe new~settlement ia'the Eighth 
ward much alarm. 


"Every policeman who di3 duty in that 


part of the city was given special instruc- 
tions and practically was made a detec- 
tive, while the entire regular detective 
force was told to devote all the time pos- 
sible to the series of robberies. Even this 
resulted in nothing, however. 


"No one had worked harder on the mys- 


terious affair than Detective Fischer, but 
while the others discussed it and ventured 
guesses and theories he said little. 
" 'The Dutchman's doing a lot of pow- 


erful head work,' was the way his fellow 
detectives sized up Fischer; but they 
didn't think it would amount to anything. 
It came his night to sleep in the station. 
Before he went to bed he was discussing 
the Eighth ward robberies with me. He 
was worried but not hopeless of catching 
the robbers, as most others were. As he 
started for bed he laughingly exclaimed, 
'We catch him yet!' 


"To my surprise, Fischer came dowii at 


once in the middle of the night. 'I can'i 
sleep,' he declared. 'Maybe you think I'm 
crazy on this robbery business, eh? Well, 
I ain't, and tonight I catch the robber. 
You don't believe me—what? Well, I get 
him just the same.' 
" "What are you going to do, Ernest?' I 


asked. 


"'Do?' he queried in surprise. 'Just 


wait until I arrest the mason.' 


"Then I laughed heartily.. The mason 


to whom he referred was a well known 
young man who worked steadily at his 
trade In and around Newark and who 
lived in Belleville. He_had for some time 
been working in New York, and every 
morning had come down from Belleville 
with his white cauvas bag filled with tools 
thrown across Uis shoulder. He passed 
through the newly settled part of the 
Eighth ward and took a train in Newark. 
Detectives and policemen knew him and 
spoke to him nearly every morning. They 
even, asked him to watch out for sus- 
picious characters while on tbe way from 
his home to the railroad station. To sus- 
pect him of wrongdoing seemed prepos- 
terous, and when the other detectives and 
policemen heard what Fischer had told 
me they, too, laughed heartily. 


"But Fischer didn't propose to be turn- 


ed aside from bis sudden belief about the 
mason, 'I was many times thinking I 
would like to see the tools what he car- 
ries in that bag,' he said, 'and now I will 
see 'em. When I was nsleep, I could see 
that bag with more than tools In it. I 
will arrest the mason, and if he is inno- 
cent he won't be mad/ 


"Fischer's superior officers were op- 


posed to his arresting the young mason 
because of what the detective bad seen in 
a dream, but he pleaded his case well, 
and, as it was every one's desire to catch 
the thief at whatever risk, be was told to 
go ahead. 
The next morning Fischer 


went to the railroad station. The mason, 
was there a« usual waiting for his train. 
He said such a cheery good morning and 
seemed so innocent looking th.it for a few 
minutes Fischer hesitated to act. Finally, . 
however, he stepped up to the mason and ' 
said qnietly. 'Lebaud, we want to see you 
at headquarters.' The young fellow be- 
came indignant and protested vehement- 
ly, but Fischer insisted, and they went to 
the station together. 


"AH the detectives had come in, and 


when tbe mason's tool bag was opened in 
their presence nearly every one but 
Fischer almost collapsed. The bag was 
filled with plunder from tho burglarized 
Eighth ward houses. Fischer didn't exult 
over his official companions. He simply 
remarked to the desk sergeant: 


'"Lock him up. I badm good dream- 


what? Anyhow, I was thinking for a 
good while I would like to see what was 
in that nice young mason's bag.' 


"It developed later that the mason baJ 


been employed in the construction ol 
nearly every one of the little colony of 
Eighth ward houses and was thus fa 
roijiar with their interiors. He pleaded 
guilty to some of the charges and wa.s 
tried and convicted on others, and a long 
term of imprisonment followed. 
After 


that Fischer's reputation ns a detective 
was established and his opinion and the 
ortes were* much sought after by his 
brother officers."—Newark Call.

COLON'S BOMBARDMENT 


OONTINCBD FROM FIRST PACW 


•Igners and the attacking force, to escape 
restraint, would be obliged to direct its 
bombardment with such rare precision 
ax to destroy the insurgents' defenses 
without harming the railroad property 
and even- without endangering the 
passage of trains, conditions probably 
not to be met.

The captain will leiv< a 
guard on each passenger train for the 
present.'"

tion, on the railroad line between Pan- 
ama and Colon, between the insurgent"

The fighting at Culebra lasted fronr 


4:40 until 9 p. m. The government 
troops continued to advance and the 
fighting was stubborn all along the rail 
road line arid continued until Empire 
•tation, a mile and a half distant, wa<- 
reached. The Liberals continued slowly 
"to retreat, Alban's men following them 
until the latter eventually reached 
Matachin's station. 
Here he met 


and conferred with Captain Perry of

It is under- 
stood that Captain Perry will not allow 
the railroad to transport troops, con- 
sequently General Alban and his men 
were forced to push ahead on foot. It 
is said at Colon that they thus reached 
San Pablo, where the Liberals aie in 
force, and that fighting is taking place 
there.

Physic*! Failing;* That F«U to the 


Lot of FamoiM Bleu. 


The face of Oliver Cromwell was dis- 


figured with moles, pimples and warts. 
He must have been very proud of them, 
•tiowever, for when his portrait was being 
painted by Sir Peter Lely be swore he 
would not pay for it unless these facial 
disfigurements were quite clearly shown. 


Hogarth, the famous painter, had a 


prominent scar on his forehead, which 
was the result of an accident in his early 
days. He made this appear still more 
prominent in a portrait of himself which 
.ke painted with his own hand. 


The great Napoleon was subject to epi- 


leptic seizures, one of which it has been 
•aid lost him the battle of Waterloo. 


Lord Byron; who was otherwise a mag- 


nificent specimen of a roan, had a club- 
4oot of which he was anything but proud. 
If, however, it detracted from bis appear- 
ance and hindered locomotion, it did not 
'hamper his genius. Byron was possessed 
of a morbid fear of going out of his mind. 


Indeed, all poets are said to be more or 


less mad. Cowper was certainly subject 
to fits of lunacy, as was likewise Chatter- 
jton, who killed himself in a fit of derange- 
ment. The same is true of Rousseau, 
Cervantes, Southey und Swift. 


Alexander Pope was a hunchback, with 


1 very caustic tongue, which once result- 
ed in his being as good as told that he 
was "a crooked little thing that asks im- 
pudent questions," 


Throughout his life. Sir Walter Scott 


'could only walk with a limp. As a boy 
he was afflicted with paralysis, which left 
him permanently lame. 


The late James Pcyn, the novelist, was 


extremely deaf, in which respect he re- 
sembled Edison, the world renowned 
electrician and inventor. 


Milton was totally blind when he pro- 


duced the masterpiece of his marvelous 
genius. From his- youth up he suffered 
acutely from gout, which was the primary 
cause of the loss of his eyesight. 


As anybody could gather from his 


works, Thomas Carlyle was a chronic 
dyspeptic. A state of irritation appears 
to'"'Have been his normal condition, and, 
although in the absence of his peculiar 
ailment he might have been a far more 
amiable being, his writings would certain- 
ly have lost some of their most prominent 
characteristics. 


Like Demosthenes, Charles Kingsley 


was afflicted with stuttering, but he did 
not cure himself of the failing as did the 
famous Athenian orator by practicing 
•peaking with pebbles in his month. 


Perhaps the most famous of European 


surgeons was also the most nervous. This 
was Billroth of Vienna, whose hands 
.were subject t« violent trembling. But 
ke operated with such celerity that his 
hand had no opportunity of trembling.—

Soutu Afnc»u War 


London, Nov. 26.--Slr Thomas W. 


Reid, the author and editor. In an arti- 
cle entitled: "A Message From Amer- 
ica," In the December number of the 
Nineteenth Century and After, will 
quote "one of the most distinguished 
members of the cabinet," as saying: 


"I do not think you in England realize 


the depth of feeling that exists outside 
of your own country on the subject of 
the South African war, nor the extreme 
gravity of the situation which that feel- 
Ing has brought into existence. I am not 
speaking of American fteling, vrBlch Is 
largely on your iSfit, but the more 
friendly we are to England, tie more 
nnxions we are to see you extricated 
from the meshes of the net in which you 
are now caught It is terrible to think 
of the pitif ulness of the whole thing and 
of the loss suffered by universal human- 
ity, owing to the eftacement of England 
for two years and the consequent ab- 
sence of her influence from, the side of 
justice and progress."

Rulued City Had Gale Continued 
Much Longer—In Full Swing From 
Mew Jersey Coa t to Nova Scotia ^. 
/ 


New York. Nov. 26.—Report* of the 


damage done by the storm of Ifaturday 
night and Sunday continue to come in. 
Details from points on the Jersey coast, 
the southern coast of Long Island and 
the upper shore of Long Tslaud sound 
show that the destruction was wide- 
spread and the monetary loss much 
heavier than .flrst supposed. 


Long Branch 
reports show that 


hardly a building there escaped some 
damage. It is figured that if the storm 
had lasted another 12 hours the result 
would have been a ruined city. 


An instance of tlie great force of the 


wind is shown liy a plank from the roof 
of the pavilion on the shore end of the 
pier. This plank is about 20 feet long, 


j 7 inches wide and 2 thick. It was tern 


from the roof and up-ended, apparently 
whirled into the a* and clear across 
Ocean avenue and struck the Lenox 
hotel end on. It was driven into the 


j side of tbejjuiiding to a depth of four 


or five feet at a height between the 
second and third stories. It still sticks 
out of the wall. 


The wreck of the tug Haddon at Long 


Branch is Complete. But almost as 
staunch as the day she rras launched 
the ship Flottbek stands almost upright 
In the sand. 


On Long Island many portions of the 


Long Island railroad tracks are still sub-1 
merged. Besides the loss resulting from 
stoppage of traffic, it will take many 
thousands of dollars to repair 
the 


breaks. Temporary repairs are being 
made as fast as possible. 


Huntington, L. L, suffered most se- 


verely, yachts and boathouses having 
been swept away, while piers went out 
to sea by the hundred in that vicinity. 


The wealthy New Yorkers who have 


summer houses on the upper shore qf 
the sound visited them yesterday to find 
wreck and ruin in all directions. The 
shore Improvements are destroyed, the 
fine shade trees andthe extensive lawns 
and sand and wreckage are piled up 
everyivhera. 


Advices from Toms River, N. J., say 


that the wracks of four barges lie 
along the coast in the vicinity of Bar- 
negat light. They came ashore during 
tbe storm and are rapidly pounding to 
pieces in the surf. There will be no 
salvage from them, as they are breaking 
up rapidly undPr the continued heavy 
sea. Two men were drowned. 


Reports still come in trom points In 


New Jersey, on Staten Island sound and 
the surrounding inland waters. It will 
-take days to figure out the loss. 


Nova Scotia Gets It 


Halifax, Nor. 26.—Tho 
violent 


Btorm which swept over the Nova Scotia 
coast caused much damage. 
There 


was a tremeendous sea running in the 
harbor. The waiter came up over the 
wharves and the goods m several of tlje 
mercantile establishments 
on 
the 


water front were damaged. So far no 
great damage has been reported to 
shipping, as there wer« few vessels in 
part The storm was severely felt along 
the western shore. At the fishing vil- 
lages of Herring Cove and ^ortuguese 
Cove nearly all the stages »md fish 
stores with their contents were swept 
away and many of the boats smashed. 
Schooner Glendale was driven ashore at 
Canso and lies in a bad position. 


At Vineyard Haven" 


Vineyard Haven, Mass., Nov. 26.—The 


heaviest northeast gale since Nov. 27, 
1898, was experienced here, but as there 
were but few vessels anchord here the 
damage was comparatively slight. All 
the vesesels anchored here J ragged their 
anchors. Schooner Viola parted one 
chain aud dragged into shallow water, 
where she pounded henviJy and filled 
with water. The captain and crew are 
being , cared for at the Seamen's 
bethel.

Cnldoon is pounding badly on Women's 
Ledge in We&t Quoddy Bay, and she 
may go to pieces. She is full of coal, 
having loaded at Sydney, C. B., for St. 
John. Driven off her course by the gale, 
and unable to beat into the Bay of 
Fnndy, her master ran into West 
Quoddy for a harbor. A life-saving 
crew made a grand struggle through 
tremendous seas and took off the crew.

Joslin and Kane pleaded guilty. This 
\ras done, it is understood, in order that 
those three men can appear as witnesses 
for the government.'

The next step was; th^ attempt of coun- 


sel to have the charge's quashed on the 
ground that ttielmw^n which they were 
based was unconstitutional. Bach de- 
fendant was represented by one or two 
lawyers. The motion to quash was 
made by attorneys representing Mr. 
Winsloe. Lengthy arguments were pre- 
sented which took up all the forenoon 
and the judge took the noon adjourn- 
ment to consider the question. 


When the court i came in, Judge 


Stevens announced that he had decided 
to overrule the motion.

bers reach the conclusion favorable to 
the Nicaraguan route by somewliat d f- 
ferent steps: but that they all reach it 
is not disputed. 


Tlie history of this particular paper is 


It -n as prepared by Mr. Mor- 
rison many rapnths ago as the strongest 
argument that could be made in behalf 
of the Panama project and \va s prepared 
for test purposes. It does not represent 
his opinions now, as his signature of 
the Nicaragua route report shows and 
perhaps did not then.

Such, in substance, was the response 


made by Inspecting officer Stockwell, 
when called upon by Commander H. 
H. Walker of Hopkins post for the 
first speech after the spread served by 
the post last evening. 
It 
was the 


^eecond campfire of the 
winter 
and 


v ached the standard set by former 
f ,-et^s. 
Two 
tables, stretching the 


". -isth of the hall, were filled by Grand 
Avi.iy men, Sons of Veterans, and as- 
f ociates, and Commander Walker pre- 
sided in an admirable m.--.ner. Prayer 
nas offered before eating by Rev. Wil- 
liam R. Stocking, a member of the 
post. 


The second speaker called upon by 


the commander was George B. Water- 
man, who contrasted the present times 
with those of centuries ago. He noted 
the decreasing tendency for wars and 
the extension of freedom among na- 
tions. These effects were due, he con- 
cluded, to the growth of civilization. 


Rather unpleasant tidings from C. 


D. Sanford post of North Adams were 
brought by L. P. Amadon- commander 
of the post, and with them warnings 
for Hopkins post. Mr. Amadon spoke 
of the financial burden of 
Sanford 


posr as the result of its building a 
memorial building, -which has left the 
post with, a debt of $12,000 upon its 
•jpoulders. 
He urged the Jocal post 


•ever to undertake the erection of a 
building, 
no matter if some citizen 


should contribute J5000 as a nucleus. 
He congratulated Hopkins post upon 
the interest which its associate mem- 
bers take in its meetings and wished 
that Sanford post might enjoy a .like 
attention from Its associates, 
i The president of the associate body, 
D. J. Neyland, expressed his oft-felt 
regret that he was not an old veteran, 
saying that he frequently longed for

He classed Hopkins post

er. He referred to the rapid decrease 
in the membership of the Grand Army 
and said that the time was not far oft 
wh«n the work begun by the organiza- 
tion would be left in the heTids of the 
Sons of Veternans and school children, 
•who were now receiving 
education 


" from the veterans. 
He approved of 


the simple rations served at campfires 
by Hopkins post because it enabled it 
to give such events more frequently

. A story of the early days of the civil 
war, when a party of Phillips-Exeter 
students taught an unpatriotic farmer 
lr> the vicinity of Exeter a l«sson be- 
cause he expressed satisfaction when 
• Massachusetts regiment was fired 
Open in the streets of Baltimore, was 
told by Rev. Dr. James E. C. Sawyer, 
who was at that time a pupil at the 
academy. A week after the event Dr. 
Sawyer enlisted and after the war be- 
came a member of Berkshire post of 
Pittsfleld. 
Dr. Sawyer characterized 


the common soldier as the greatest 
hero of the war, saying that all he 
asked for was the space upon which 
to fight, bleed and fall. He drew tbe 
teaion that no matter how obscure bis 
position, one might render Valuable 
•ervlce to any cause. 


The unity of the north and south

The Spinning: machine of a Snider. 


The spinning machine is situated under 


the hinder part of the spider's body. It 
takes the form of a slight depression, 
which* close inspection shows to consist 
of six small bodies- resembling tubes. 
Four of these contain an immense num- 
ber of minute openings—as many as a 
thousand can be counted in each—and 
from every one of these openings a vis- 
cous fluid issues, which hardens on ex- 
posure to the atmosphere. 
The whole 


4,000 threads are united into- one line, 
which is sometimes so fine that 4,000,000 
twisted together would not have a com- 
bined diameter greater than- that of an 
ordinary hair from the humau head. 


It is impossible to conceive the ex- 


cessive slenderness of one of the 4,000 
threads which compose such a line. The 
bare statement that each one has a thick- 
ness only one sixteen thousand millionth 
of that of a human hair does not in any 
way convey the impression of its won- 
derful fineness. The mind can no more 
grasp the meaning of such figures than it 
can understand the immense distance of 
which astronomers talk so glibly. 


THE COOKING OF GAME. 


A Rooking Stone. 


The rocking stone which stands on the 


flat surface of an outcropping of rock 
on a little GTT.incsce in Bronx park docs 
not attract BO much attention as the ani- 
mals there do, by any means, but there 
arc, nevertheless, always interested peo- 
ple walking around it mid trying to see if 
they can move it. 


This great fragment of rock, which 


weighs perhaps eight or ten tons or more, 
has in its general outlines a form in some 
rough semblance to an egg. It lies on its 
side, and so nicely balanced is it that one 
man of fair strength can readily move It, 
nnd almost any two persons can start it 
into the rocking movement of which, 
through a small radius, it is susceptible. 


A womau comes up and lays her gloved 


hands upon It and presses gently; it 
doesn't budge. 


"Why, it doesn't move," she esys. 
But two or three women together can 


set the great stone rocking easily. 


And no matter who it may be that sets 


tbe rocking stone in motion, he is pretty 
sure to find in setting it rockiud a lort of 
fascination.—New Yprk Sun.

In this, the game srason, let me point 


some i»t tb<i wrong impressions that 
ttauy iqexugn^oced honsekerpere have 
ivith reppect to the cooking of game, 
especially iraoie. birds. These people are 
happy if they cm get a turkey to cook, 
but give tfcem A partridge, tvoodcock 01 
other game blrd.ftnd they almost trem- 
ble with fear as they ppint out that 
they cannot coofc game. Why not? Ask 
them and they cannot tell you to save 
their lives. They have an indistdnef idea 
that it is an almost unsurmountabje 
task to prepare a bird for the table if 
that bird -haopeBS to have wandered 
fancy free in the woods end fields while 
a .domesticated bird would be easy to 
cook. This is not the truth. One war 
be as easily prepared for the table as 
the other. 


Any good average cook who can bring 


a chicken or turkey to the table in good 
shape can dp the same with a grouse 
or prairie chicken. Let me suggest sev- 
eral good ways of accomplishing the de- 
sired result. 


Lnrdsd Grouse, Bread Sauce. 


Remove the wings and feet and thor- 


oughly clean the grouse; draw off the 
skin covering the breast. Remove th« 
rind from a firm piece of salt pork and 
cut it into slices about one-quarter of 
an inch thick; cut these slices into. 
strips one-quarter of an inch wide and 
about a couple of inches long. 
Draw 


these pieces through the breast of the 
bird in parallel ro^? nn either side of 
the breast bone about one inch apart. 
Then truss the grouse; place a thin 
slice of salt pork on a round tin plate; 
place the_ bird on it and put the plate 
in a baking pno; add the trimmings of 
the pork on the bottom of the baiting 
dish; sprinkle the groase with salt and 
pepper, b'r.ush over with melted butter, 
and dredge with flour. Bake in a hot 
oven one-half hour, basting every seven 
or eight minutes with the fat in the 
pan. Serve with a bread sauce that is 
'made as follo-rrs: Cook two cupfuls of 
milk, one-half 
cupful of stale bread 


crumbs and one-half of an onion in a 
double boiler for half an hour. Removp 
the onion and season the sauce with salt 
and caywine; then add two tablespoop- 
fuls of butler and pour around thf 
grouse. The "sauce can be made moro 
elaborate if-desired by adding a fen- 
chapped mushrooms and a little good 


sauce. 


Salmi of Grouse. 


If there, is any of the bird left from 


the first OJeal it, can be prepared in this 
way and oe almost as desirable as at 
the first. Cut the cold meat into pieces 
the proper size for serving. Melt one- 
qiiarter of a cupful of butter, add one 
sliced onion, one stalk of celery, and one 
tablespoonful of finely chopped lean, 
raw Earn. Cook until the butter is well 
browned, add two tablcspoonfuls of 
flour and when this is also browned 
pour in two cupfuls of brown stock. 
Season with salt and a little cayenne, 
cook five minutes, strain, add 
the 


grouse and when the meat is heated 
through, take up o_n a hot platter. 
Add 


to the sauce the juice of half a lemon 
and ponr over the ,gr.ouse. 


Baked Glazed Pigeons. ' 


Into a small caucepan put three table- 


spoonfuls of butter, two tablespoonfuls 
of good table sauce, one tablespoonful 
of mushroom catsup, two tablespooufuls 
of thick tomato sauce and three table- 
spoonfuls of water. Place over the fire 
until well mixed and keep warm. Clean 
and split the pigepns into two pieces, 
wipe with a damp cloth, baste inside 
and out with the sauce, lay on a flat 
pan and place in a very 'hot oven. Bake 
about twenty-five minutes, basting three 
times. Serve hot, putting a teaspoonful 
of the sauce on each plate when serving. 


Fricassee of Rabbit. 


Cut a young rabbit into joints In tha 


same way you would a chicken and 
wipe, each well with a damp doth. Take 
a quarter of a pound of salt pork and 
cutting it up fine, try it out; add two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of flour and mix 
well, then add slowly one scant quart 
of boiling water and stir until smooth. 
Add to this the rabbit joints, two dozen 
peeled button onions, one scant tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-third of a tea- 
spoonful of white pepper and a bouquet 
made of a stalk of celery, four sprigs 
of parsley, one-half of a bay leaf, four 
cloves and a blade of mace; cover and 
simmer for two hours, or until the rab- 
bit is tender. Skim off the fat once dur- 
In the cooking and again when tha 
meat is coosed, then draw to the side 
of the fir^, add one-half cupful of 
cream mixed with the beaten yolks of 
two eggs, rtir for a moment and take 
from Hie fire. Dish up the meat on a 
hot platter, pour around it some of the 
gravy and sprinkle over all a littlo 
chopped parsley. 


ALMOND PASTE. 


Blanch one pound of sweet almonds 


by putting them into boiling water, soak 
them four hours in cold water and 
pound them well in a mortar, adding a. 
few drops of water to take off the oili- 
ness. When beaten to a paste, put iu 
three-quarters of a pound of well- 
crushed lonf sugar and mix all together. 
When quite fine and smooth put the 
mixture into a stewpan over a slow fire 
and stir with a wooden spoon till white 
and dry. 
Put it again in the mortar 


and mix with it a little melted and 
strained gelatine and keep covered with 
a darup towel until ready to use. The 
flavoring may be what you choose. 


SALMI OF DUCK. 


Cut the meat from a duck Info neat 


pieces and put them in the oven to start 
the juices. Put in a saucepan ose ta- 
blespoon fill of butter, one-kalf pound of 
bacon or salt pork cut into dice, one ta- 
blcspoonful each of chopped onion and 
carrot, twelve peppercorns, one sn It- 
spoonful each of salt, thyme and sage, 
and any coarse pieces of the duck. 
Cover witb a greased paper and cook tc 
a glaze, then add a tablespoonful of 
flour and brown. Put in two cnpfuls of 
stock, simmer for thirty minutes, strain 
add the jriiee of a lemon and the rest of 
the me.it, cover and simmer for thirij 
minutes longer. Garnish with croutons 
and truffles added a few minutes before 
the duck is removed from the fire. If 
cooked meat is used for the salmi, sim- 
mer for ten rainutos only after the 


»-a ndded to the sauce, 


'STUFFED SHOULDER OF MUT- 


TON. 
Have the butcher remove the blade 


from tiie shoulder and fill the space 
with a dressing made of one cupful of 
bread crumbs, two tablespoonfuls of 
butter, one tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, a dozen oysters, the juice of 
one lemoji, one teaspoonful of salt, one- 
fourth teaspoonful of pepper and an 
egg. Sew up the opening and roast in 
the oven with a little water in the pan, 
allowing fifteen minutes to the pound. 
Baste frequently and serve with the 
gravy from the pan after the grease is 
carefully poured off. More oyster-j may 
be used or they may be omitted entirely, 
•r a shifting may be made of chopped 
nieat, celery, onion, mushrooms, crumbs, 
egg and seasoning of salt and pepper. 


LOBSTER CHOPS. 


Put into a sancepai. one tablespoonful 


of butter and when it bubbles add a ta- 
blespoonful of flour to cook but not 
brown. Slowly add one cupful of milk, 
stir until smooth, then remove from the 
fire- and add one tablespoonful of salt, 
one tablespoonful of chopped parsley, 
one-fourth nutmeg and A dash of cay- 
enne or paprika. 
Mash the yolks of 


three hard boiled eggs and add those 
with two cupfuls of lobster meat, cut 
very fine. Spread it on a platter to cool 
and when sufficiently' cold, mold into 
chops. 
Dip them in egg, roll them in 


fresh bread crumbs and immerse in hdt 
fat until light amber in color. Make a 
little opening in the pointed end of each 
chop, insert a small claw, serve them 
on a napkin and garnish with lemon and 
parsley. 


TOMATO PUREE. 


Put into a saucepan a quart of canned 


tomatoes, add a pint of water or stock, 
one bay leaf, a sprig of parsley, a stick 
of celery, six peppercorns and a tea- 
spoonful of sugar. 
Simmer until the 


tomato is thoroughly soft. In another 
saucepan put a tablespoonful ofs butter 
and when it is hot add a sliced onion 
and fry but do not brown. To this add 
enough of the tomato to dilute it and 
then mix it well with the rest of the 
tomato. 
Season with salt, pass the 


whole through a fine sieve or strainer, 
heat again before serving and add small 
croutons before sending to table. 


SALMON SALAD. 


Use two heads of crisp lettuce and 


wash each leaf separately, shaking to 
free from moisture. Arrange the leaves 
on a dish about two <incb.es deep, the 
darker leaves next the.outside and the 
lighter ones in thl middle. Take a can 
of salmon and with a fork pick the fish 
in small Hakes. Place these in the dish 
on the lettuce, season with salt and a 
little cayenne and sprinkle with a table- 
spoonful of vinegar and the juice of a 
lemon. Set in the ice box for an hour 
or two and when ready to serve pour a 
teacupful ot mayonnaise dressing over 
the fish and dot w.ith a f err capers. ^ 


CLUB HOUSE FISH BALLS. 


Boil the required quantity of codfish, 


changing the water once that it may not 
be too salt. 
If picked fine while hot, 


the fish wi!i -be feathery, but. it mtist be 
done by hand and not with a fork 
Boil 


the necessary potatoes4 mash them thoi- 
oughly and make them creamy w'th 
milk and a good-sized lump of buttor. 
To three cupfuls of the mashed potato 
add one and a half cupfuls of fish acd 
one beaten egg, with seasoning to taste. 
Make this into small balls, handling 
lightly, roll in flour and cook an smok- 
ing hot lard till golden brown in color. 


BOILED HATJRFT STEAKS. 


Lay two chicken halibut steaks in a 


shallow stewp&n large enough to allow 
them to lie side by side. 
Cover with 


hot water an3 add a slice of carrot, on- 


( ion, piece of celery, a bay leaf, four 


cloves, six peppercorns and the juice ot 


* half a lemon. Simmer until done, then 


lift out the slices with a skimmer and 
broad knife and with care nnt to break 
them, and put them on a hot dish, one 
overlapping over the other. 
Garnish 


with boiled potato balls and serve with 
egg sauce. 


MOLDED EGGS. 


Thoroughly butter individual timbale 


molds and powder the inside with wry 
finely chopped parsley. Break into each 
mold an egg, dropping it slowly from 
the side that no air bubbles may be held 
which would make holes and an uneven 
surface in the cooked egg. Sprinkle the 
top with salt and butter and place the. 
molds in a pan of hot water, half cov- 
ering them, and poach in a moderate 
ovpn from eight to ten minutes or until 
firm enough to stand but not hard. 
Serve them on a flnt dish with a spoon- 
ful of sauce, white, Bechamel or tomato, 
under each form. 


BOILED FARINA PUDDING. 


Into three cnpfuls of boiling milk stir 


one cupful of farina and cook for ten 
minutes. Rub together one tablespoon- 
fnl of butter and two tablespoonfuls of 


. sugar, add the yolks of three eggs, the 
I grated rind of one lemon and tweuty- 


five almonds, blanched and chopped. 
Stir this mixture- into the farina after 
it has cooled a little and add the whites 
of three eggs beaten to a stiff froth. 
Boil this pudding in a covered mold for 
one nnd a half hours and serve with any 
pudding sauce.

Dr. Putnam of the board read the 


law and called attention to the fact 
that it was mandatory, and that the 
board had no option in the matter, 
but was called upon to enforce it to 
the letter. He then called for expres- 
sions of opinion from those present, 
and C. H. Cutting said that to his per- 
sonal knowledge the operation of the 
law was diverting trade from the city. 
Farmers from out of the state had not 
only stopped bringing their meat here, 
but they were also taking other pro- 
duce to o'her markets, and were nat 
urally spending thleir money where 
they sell their products. 


Mr. Platz thought the law was a 


good thing, as there were unscrupu- 
lous men who would dress unfit ani- 
mal and sell the meat, and an in- 
spection law was necessary to protect 
the "public and the legitimate meat 
dealers. Before the discussion endedi 
however, he admitted that sufficient 
protection might possibly be had by 
inspecting the carcasses when brought 
to the city and omitting the inspection 
of the animals before Killing, as the 
law cal'ls for. 


The discussion soon became general 


and all present had something to say 
Lawyer Niles of the board of health 
was free to admit that he considered 
the Jaw useie;«i, and that the people 
would be as well off if it were* wiped 
out, 
yet he did not see how the board 


could avoid enforcing it. However, it 
was the general opinion, that some 
oversight of the meat sold was ad- 
visable, but all agreed that there was 
too much red tape to this law for 
comfort ,and that it was working to 
the detriment of the city. Mr. Bra- 
man thought it was a pity to shut out 
of the market such meat as comes 
from Vermont and New York and to 
practically compel ' the 
fanners of 


those states to go elsewhere to sell 
and buy. Mr. Platz suggested that the 
city might establish a slaughter house 
where all animals to be sold here could 
be killed, and that would make it easy 
for the inspector to inspect them be- 
fore and after killing. 


Mr. Braman thought a good market- 


man could tell sound meat without the 
aid of an inspector, and Dr. Putnam re 
plied that it was not the good market 
man that the danger came from, but 
peddlers and unscrupulous men who 
would sell anything in the shape of 
meat, regardless of the consequences 
to consumers. It was finally decided 
that the agitation against the law 
would be a good thing for the board of 
trade to take up, and It was also the 
opinion of those present that so far as 
the pub-'ic safety was concerned it 
would be sufficient to inspect meat 
when brought to the city, ancl not to 
bother with inspection before killing. 
It was felt that this would be ob- 
serving the spirit of the law and that 
it would answer all practical purposes. 


Mayor "Wilkinson asked the board of 


health what oiher towns and cities in 
the state were doing, but the members 
did not seem to be well informed on 
this point further than that the Fitch- 
burg board of health had said it was 
going to enforce the law. Williams- 
town was also appointed an inspec- 
tor and the law is being enforced there. 
The mayor thought it would be well 
for the board to ascertain what is 
being done in other parts of the state, 
and the members said they would. 
They also said they might also lay the 
matter before the directors of 
the 


board of trade, who were to meet this 
afternoon. 


The meeting emphasized what was 


clear before, that there is -great and 
genera] dissatisfaction with the law, 
and if it is being enforced throughout 
the state as it is here, which is prob- 
ably not ihe case, it is safe to say 
that the agitation for relief will soon 
become as general and pronounced. 


DR. THOMPSON SPOKt 


And Told Hi* PiHsfitld Parishioners Ho 


Hid Beon in North Adams. An 


Echo of iho Wroek 


A PittsfleM pastor appeared before 


his congregation Sunday with a black 
eye and badly cut face. H* had been 
out of town for a time, and naturally 
he felt called upon to explain his 
rather dilapidated and lacerated phy- 
siognomy. He said he had been, in 
North Adams. 


The Eagle of last night told the 


story in full as follows: 


Rev. Cove G. Johnson, pastor of the 


First Baptist church in this city, was 
in the wreck at North AdanUySatur- 
day. 
The experience was one that he 


will not soon forget and the wonder is 
that he was not seriously hurt. 


Mr. Johnson appeared in the pulpit 


yesterday morning with considerable 
surgeon's plaster on one side of his 
face. In order to set at rest all curios 
ity that might exist, he took occasion 
to briefly explain, just pievious to read 
ing the psalm, that he had been In a 
railroad wreck, and was duly thank- 
ful that he had not fared any worse. 


The pastor was returning from the 


bedsjde of his father, Eev. G. J. John- 
son, 
in St. Louis, who has been ill for 


some time. The local clergyman _was 
in the rear sleeper of the passenger 
train which was some two- hours be- 
hind time. As the train" approached 
the station in North Aaams, Mr. John- 
son arose, drew on his overcoat and 
had just finished buttoning it up when 
there was a sudden crash. 


Totally 
unprepared 
for such an 


emergency, Mr. Johnson was hurled 
headlong down the aisle a distance of 
nearly if not quite 15 feet, striking OR 
his face. By swaying a little to either 
side he would have struck an arm on 
one of the seats and sustained serious 
injury. This, however, was providen- 
tially avoided. As it was h« came in 
forcible contact with the floor. He 
was stunned by the fall and was as- 
sisted to his feet by one of the other 
passengers. 
It so happened that the 


clergyman was the only 01^ to leave 
the train at North Adams. 


The cause of the sudden stopping of 


the train was not apparent at first. 
One of the ladies in the car raised a 
window and looked out. She imme- 
diately announced that "the engine of 
the passenger train was off the- track 
and then it was known "that a wreck 
had occurred. 


Mr. Johnson picked up his traveling 


bag and hastened from the car. On 
ascertaining l|y inquiry that no one 
had been seriously injured and that 
his services at the scene would not 
be required, he hastened to the station 
and boarded the train for this city. 
He had about 10 minutes in which to 
do this. He was somejsfhat dazed as a 
result of the collision, but aside from 
the Injury to his face be was not much 
injured.

The question for debate was put In 
the form, "Resolved, that the Nicar- 
agua inter-oceanic canal,"if construct 
ed, should be subject to the exclusive 
military and political control of the 
United States." The disputants were 
both 
"Wilhama 
students, 
Herbert 


Clark, 1903, of this city supporting the 
affirmative and G F Kurd, 1903, of 
Syracuse upholding the negative. They 
were particularly competent to talk 
on the subject, as they had bo*fa work 
ed it up in connection with the re- 
cent Williams-Wesleyan debate. 


Mr. Clark opened the debate by ex 


plaining the commercial importance of 
the proposed canal. 
He maintained 


that the interests of the United States 
were paramount and that these inter- 
ests must be controlled by fortifica- 
tions. The other points made by the 
affirmative related to the development 
of a naval supremacy, violation of the 
Monroe doctrine, by allowing the can- 
al to be controlled by any foreign na- 
tion and the absence of treaties which 
would interfere with United States con 
tro!. Mr. Hurd argu«d that the naval 
adva-ntag-eis to be gained amounted 
to htMe-or nothing and said that con- 
trol of the canal by the United States 
would be contrary to the historic pol- 
icy of the country, and contrary to the 
tirend of modern diplomacy. 
This 


tv°nd would ultimately determine the 
status of the canal. 


After the debate the question was 


thrown open to the house and about 
15 participated ]n ail informal dis- 
cussion. There were no Judges and no 
decision was rendered.

pany H, 26th Infantry, died of typhoid 
fever at 
Ligao and was buried in. 


grave number 8 at that place. 


The news of the death of Sereeant 


Le« first reached this city yesterday 
afternoon, coming1 in a war depart- 
ment letter to his mother, Mrs. Oscar 
Lee. Mr and Mrs. Oscar Lee now re- 
sidei in the rear of 434 Riv^r street, 
but until recently lived in PcwnaJ, 
and to that town the letter of the- de 
partment was sent. 


The last letter from Sergeant L«e 


to his parents was received by them 
last June. He had enlisted in Jan- 
u ui auioo p-eii uonoTuoid puu '.fa-en 
short time, for n& naa previously re- 
ported his promotion to corporal. The 
letter received in June told of his fur 
ther advance to the rank of s«rg»ant. 


As the. -weeks dragged and no word 


cam* from the soldier boy across the 
sea, the mother's heart began to be- 
heavy with uncertainty, and finally 
wrote a letter of inquiry to the de- 
partment at "Washington. The answer 
came yesterday, and the sad intelli- 
gence it contained was a terrible blow 
to the parents. 


The letter -was signed by John A. 


Johnston, assistant adjutant general 
of the war department, and contain- 
el besides theinformation in the open- 
Ing paragraph of this article, some 
directions about obtaining settlement, 
the balance of his pay and the steps 
necessary to take if the body is to be 
brought to this country. 


Mr Lee said last night that he was 


to see Congressman Lawrence at once 
and that everything possible would be 
done to have the body brought here. 
The bereaved mother would consent to 
no other course. 


A Cuban War Veteran 


Sergeant Lee was born in Stamford, 


Vt., 22 years ago. After la. limited 
schooling in that town, he got work 
in this city at Bartlett Bros' mill, and 
was employed there for several years, 
when he changed to the Fitchburg rail 
road, for whom he was a fireman. 


Then came the breaking out of the 


Cuban war and Lee volunteered at 
once and went to the front with Com 
pany M of "Adams and the 2d Massa- 
chusetts. 


The condition in which the men re- 


turned from that memorable campaign 
will be easily recalled- Lee stood the 
hardships.as well as any of them and 
suffered never a scratch from Spanish 
bullet, though he did have his hand 
somewhat cut by the wire he was cut- 
ting in on« of the charges at San- 
tiago. 


Alter the return from Cuba Lee 


•went to work again as fireman on the 
Fitchburg railroad, but. the call for 
troops in the Philippines appealed to 
him and finally he volunteered again 
for service last January and was sent 
to the Philippines and assigned to the 
26th regiment'. From the first he saw 
considerable active service, but all his 
letters home were pleasant and cheer- 
ful, 
as well as quite regular, and the 


stopping of the tetters altogether was 
th« only intimation his parents had 
that all was not right. 


He had caught the. fever, which did 


Its terrible work in short order, and 
the North Adams soldier boy now fills 
a patriot's grave. 


No further particulars of his last 


Illness are known, nor is it certain yet 
that the body can be brought back, 
though every eflort will be mate to 
have that done. Of course if it is it 
will be quite a. long time before the 
body will arrive here, but when it) does 
there will be a regular military fu- 
neral . ^. 
Meanwhile the bereaved parents have 
the sympathy of the entire community 
in their great affliction.
